The following Bills were introduced in Lok Sabha on the 16th 
November, 1972 : 

BILL No . 99 OF 1972 
A Bill to establish and incorporate a teaching and affiliating University at 

Shillong , 
WHEREAS it is expedient to establish and incorporate a teashing ana 
afflliating University , at Shillong, for the benefit of the people of the 
North - Eastern region and to develop the intellectual, academic rid cul 
tural background of the said people ; 

AND WHEREAS in pursuance of clause ( 1) of article 25 % of the Consti 
tution , resolutions have been passed by the Legislatures of the States of 
Assam and Meghalaya to the ffect that the setting up of a Centina 
University for the North -Eastern region shall be regulated by Parliament 
by Jaw ; 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -third Year of the Pre 
public of India as follows: .. . 

1. ( 1) Th s Act may be called the Indira Gandhi University Act, 197 " Short 

(2 ) It extends, in the first instance , to the States of Assam and title,

State of Nagaland, the State of Manipur and the State of Tripura , as 
may adopt this Act by a resolution passed in that behalf in pursuance 
of clause (I) of article 252 of the Constitution . 

( 3 ) It shall come into force in a State or Union territory to which it 
extends, or may become extended in future , on such date as the Central 
Government may , by nntification in the Official Gazette , appoint, and 
different dates may be appointed for differcnt States or Union territories .

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2 . In this Act, and in all Statutes made hereunder , unless the context 
otherwise requires - 

(a ). " Academic Council ” means the Academic Council of the 
University ; 

(b ) " academic staff ” means such categories of staff as are de 
signated as academic staff by the Ordinances ; 

(c ) " Board of Studies" means the Board of Studies of the 
University ; 

(d ) " Chancellor" , " Vice -Chancellor” and “ Pro - Vice -Chancellor" 
mean , respectively , the Chancellor , Vice-Chancellor and Pro - Vice 
Chancellor of the University ; 

(e ) “ College" means a College maintained by, or admitted to the 
privileges of, the University ; 

(f) " Court" means the Court of the University ; 

(9 ) " Department" means a Department of Studies, and includes 
a Centre of Studies; 

( h ) " employee " means any person appointed by the University , 
and includes teachers and other staff of the University ; 

(i) " Executive Council" means the Executive Council of the 
University ; 

( ) " Hall " means a unit of residence or of corporate life for the 
students of the University , College or Institution , provised , main 
tained or recognised by the University ; 

( k ) " Institution " means an academic institution , not being a 
College , maintained by , or admitted to the privileges of, the Univer 
sity ; 

(1) " North - Eastern region " means the North - Eastern region of 
India comprising the States of Assam , Manipur, Meghalaya , Naga 
land and Tripura and the Union territories of Himachal Pradesh 
and Mizoram ; 

( m ) “ Principal” means the Head of a College or an Institution , 
and includes where there is no Principal, the person for the time 
being duly appointed to act as Principal, and , in the absence of the 
Principal or the acting Principal, a Vice -Principal duly appointed 
as such ; 

(n ) " recognised teachers” means such persons as are recognised 
by the University for the purpose of imparting instruction in a Col 
lege or Institution admitted to the privileges of the University ; 

(0 ) " School" means a School of Studies of the University ; 

(p ) " Statutes” , “ Ordinances" and " Regulations" , mean , respec 
tively , the Statutes, Ordinances and Regulations of the University for 
the time being in force ; 

(q ) " teachers of the University " means Professors , Readers, Lec 
turers and such other persons as may be appointed for imparting 
instruction or conducting research in the University or in any College 
or Institution maintained by the University and are designated as 
teachers by the Ordinances ; 

(T ) “ University " means the Indira Gandhi University .

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3. (1 ) There shall be established at Shillong a University by the The Uni 
name of " Indira Gandhi University " .

(2 ) The first Chancellor and the first Vice - Chancellor and the first 
members of the Court , the Executive Council and the Academic Council 
and all persons who may hereafter become such officers or members, so 
long as they continue to hold such office or membership , are hereby 
constituted a body corporate by the name of " Indira Gandhi University " . 


( 3 ) The University shall have perpetual succession and a common 
seal, and shall sue and be sued by the said name. 


4 . The objects of the University shall be to disseminate and advance Obiects. 
knowledge by providing instructional and research facilities in such 
branches of learning as it may deem fit ; to pay special attention to the 
improvement of the social and economic conditions and welfare of the 
people of the North -Eastern region and , in particular , their intellec 
tual, academic and cultural advancement. 


5 . The University shall have the following powers, namely :

(2 ) to take such academic steps as would contribute to the 
improvement of the economic conditions and welfare of the people 
of the North -Eastern region ; 

(3 ) to grant, subject to such conditions as the University may 
determine, diplomas or certificates to , and confer degrees and 
other academic distinctions on the basis of examinations, evaluation 
or any other method of testing , on persons, and to withdraw any 
such diplomas, certificates, degrees or other academic distinctions 
for good and sufficient cause ; 

(4 ) to organise and to undertake extra -mural studies and exten 
sion services ; 

(5 ) to confer honorary degrees or other distinctions in the 
manner prescribed by the Statutes; 

(6 ) to provide instruction , including correspondence and such 
other courses, to such persons as are not members of the University , 
as it may determine ; 

(7 ) to institute principalships, professorships, readerships, lec 
turerships, and other teaching or academic posts required by the Uni 
versity and to appoint persons to such principalships , professor 
ships, readerships, lecturerships or other posts ; 

(8) lo recognise persons for imparting instruction in any College 
or Institution admitted to the privileges of the University ; 

(9) to appoint persons working in any other University or orga 
nisation as teachers of the University for a specified period ; 

( 10 ) to create administrative, ministerial and other posts and 
to make appointments thereto ; 
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( 11 ) to co -operate or collaborate with any other University or 
authority in such manner and for such purposes as the University 
may determine ; 

( 12 ) to establish such centres, specialised laboratories or other 
units for research and instruction as are , in the opinion of the Uni 
versity , necessary for the furtherance of its objects ; 

( 13 ) to institute and award fellowships, scholarships, student 
ships , medals and prizes ; 

(14 ) to establish and maintain Colleges, Institutions and Halls; 

(15 ) to admit to its privileges Colleges and Institutions not 
maintained by the University ; to withdraw all or any of those pri 
vileges in accordance with such conditions as may be prescribed by 
the Statutes; and to recognise Halls not inaintained by the Universi 
ty and to withdraw any such recognition ; 

( 16 ) to declare a College, an Institution or a Department as an 
autonomous College or an Institution or a Department, as the case 
may be; 

( 17) to determine standards for admission into the University , 
which may include examination , evaluation or any other method 
of testing; 

(18 ) to demand and receive payment of fees and other 
charges ; 

(19 ) to supervise the residences of the students of the Universi 
ty and to make arrangements for promoting their health and general 
welfare; 

( 20 ) to make special arrangements in respect of women students 
as the University may consider desirable ; 

(21) to regulate and enforce discipline among the employees 
and students of the University and take such disciplinary measures 
in this regard as may be deemed necessary ; 

(22 ) to make arrangements for promoting the health and general 
welfare of the employees ; 

(23) to acquire , hold , manage and dispose of property , movable 
or immovable , including trust and endowment properties for the 
purposes of the University ; 

(24 ) to borrow , with the approval of the Central Government, 
on the security of the property of the University, money for the 
purposes of the University ; 

(25 ) to do all such other acts and things as may be necessary , 
incidental or conducive to the attainment of all or any of its objects . 

6 . ( 1) The jurisdiction of the University shall, in the first instance, 
extend to the States of Assam and Meghalaya and the Union territories 
of Arunachal Pradesh and Mizoram ; and its jurisdiction shall also 
extend to such of the States, referred to in sub section (2 ) of section 1, 
as may adopt this Act by a resolution passed in that behalf in pursuance 
of clause (1 ) of article 252 of the Constitution . 

(2 ) No College or Institution situated within the local limits of the 
jurisdiction of the University shall be compulsorily affiliated to the Uni 
versity , and affiliation shall be granted by the University only to such

(3 ) Any College or Institution admitted to the privileges of the Uni 
versity shall cease to be associated with , or be admitted to the privileges 
of, any other University .

7. The University shall be open to persons of either sex and of what- Univer 
ever race , creed , caste, or class , and it shall not be lawful for the Univer - sity open 
sity to adopt or impose on any person any test whatsoever of religious 

classes , 
belief or profession in order to entitle him to be admitted therein , as a 
teacher or student, or to hold any office therein , or to graduate thereat: and 

Provided that nothing in this section shall be deemed to prevent the creed . 
University from making special provisions for admission of students be 
longing to the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes. 

8 . ( 1) The President of India shall be the Visitor of the University . Visitor 

(2 ) The Visitor shall have the right to cause an inspection to be 
made by such person or persons as he may direct, of the University , its 
buildings, laboratories and equipment, and of any College or Institution 
maintained by the University or admitted to its privileges ; and also of 
the examinations, teaching and other work conducted or done by the 
University and to cause an inquiry to be made in like manner in respect 
of any matter connected with the administration or finances of the Uni 
versity , Colleges or Institutions. 

( 3) The Visitor shall , in every case, give notice of his intention to 
cause an inspection or inquiry to be made. 

( a ) to the University , if such inspection or inquiry is to be 
made in respect of the University, College or Institution maintained 
by it , or 


(b ) to the management of the College or Institution , if the 
inspection or inquiry is to be made in respect of a College or In 
stitution admitted to the privileges of the University , 


and the University or the management, as the case may be, shall have 
the right to make such representations to the Visitor, as it may consider 
necessary . 


( 4 ) After considering the representations, if any, made by the Univer 
sity or management, as the case may be , the Visitor may cause to be made 
such inspection or inquiry as is referred to in sub -section (2 ) . 


(5 ) Where any inspection or inquiry has been caused to be made by 
the Visitor , the University or management, as the case may be , shall be 
entitled to appoint a representative who shall have the right to be pre 
sent and be heard at such inspection or inquiry . 


(6 ) The Visitor may , if the inspection or inquiry is made in respect 
of the University or any College or Institution maintained by it , address 
the Vice -Chancellor with reference to the result of such inspection or in 
quiry , and the Vice - Chancellor shall communicate to the Executive Coun 
cil the views of the Visitor with such advice as the Visitor may be pleased 
to offer upon the action to be taken thereon .

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(7) The Visitor may , if the inspection or inquiry is made in respect of 
any College or Institution admitted to the privileges of the University , 
address the management concerned through the Vice -Chancellor with re 
ference to the result of such inspection or inquiry, his views thereon and 
such advice as he may be pleased to offer upon the action to be taken 
thereon . 


(8) The Executive Council or the management, as the case may be, 
shall communicate through the Vice -Chancellor to the Visitor such ac 
tion , if any, as it is proposed to take or has been taken upon the result of 
such inspection or inquiry . 

(9 ) Where the Executive Council or the management does not , within 
a reasonable time, take action to the satisfaction of the Visitor, the Visitor 
may , after considering any explanation furnished or representation made 
by the Executive Council or management, issue such directions as he 
may think fit and the Executive Council or management, as the case may 
be, shall comply with such directions. 

( 10 ) Without prejudice to the foregoing provisions of this section , the 
Visitor may , by order in writing, annul any proceeding of the University 
which is not in conformity with this Act , the Statutes or Ordinances : 

Provided that before making any such order , he shall call upon the 
University to show cause why such an order should not be made, and, if 
any cause is shown within a reasonable time, he shall consider the same. 

(11) The Visitor shall have such other powers as may be prescribed 

by the Statutes.

(2 ) The Vice - Chancellor shall be the principal executive and academic 
officer of the University , and shall exercise general supervision and con 
trol over the affairs of the University and give effect to the decisions of 
all the authorities of the University . 
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(3) The Vice -Chancellor may , if he is of opinion that immediate ac 
tion is necessary on any matter, exercise any power conferred on any 
authority of the University by or under this Act and shall report to sucha 
authority the action taken by him on such matter ; 


Provided that if the authority concerned is of opinion that such action 
ought not to have been taken , it may refer the matter to the Visitor whose 
decision thereon shall be final : 


Provided further that any person in the service of the University who 
is aggrieved by the action taken by the Vice - Chancellor under this sub 
section shall have the right to appeal against such action to the Executive 
Council within three months from the date on which decision on such 
action is communicated to him and thereupon the Executive Council may 
confirm , modify or reverse the action taken by the Vice -Chancellor. 


(4 ) The Vice - Chancellor shall exercise such other powers and perform 
such other functions as may be prescribed by the Statutes or Ordinances .

(i) the procedure for appeal to the Executive Council by any em 
ployee or student against the action of any officer or azthority of thº 
University ; 

(i) the establishment and recognition of Students Union or asso 
ciations of teachers , academic staff or other employees ; 

(k ) the participation of students in the affairs of the University

( 3) Every new Statute or addition to the Statutes or any amendment 
or repeal of a Statute shall require the approval of the Visitor who may 
assent thereto or withhold assent or remit to the Executive Council for 
consideration 

( 4 ) A new Statute or a Statute amending or repealing an existing 
Statute shall have no validity unless it has been assented to by the Visitor . 

(5 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing sub -sections, 
the Visitor may make new or additional Statutes or amend or repeal the 
Statutes referred to in sub -section (1) during the period of three years 
immediately following the date on which this Act comes into force for the 
first time: 


Provided that the Visitor may , on the expiry of the said period of three 
Vears make , within one year from the date of such expiry , such detailed 
Statutes as he may consider necessary and such detailed Statutes shall 
be laid before both Houses of Parliament.

(1) the establishment of centres of study , boards of study , spe 
cial centres , specialised laboratories and other Committees ; 

( 1c ) the manner of co -operation and collaboration with other Uni 
versities and authorities including learned bodies or associations; 
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(1) the creation , composition and functions of any other body 
which is considered necessary for improving the academic life of the 
University ; 

(m ) such other terms and conditions of teachers as are not pres 
cribed by the Statutes ; 

(n ) the management of Colleges and Institutions established by 
the University ; 

( o ) the supervision and management of Colleges and Institutions 
admitted to the privileges of the University ; and 


(p ) all other matters which by this Act or the Statutes may be 
provided for by the Ordinances . 


(2 ) The first Ordinances shall be made by the Vice - Chancellor with 
the previous approval of the Central Government and the Ordinances

The decision of the Tribunal 
shall be final, and no suit shall lie in any Civil Court in respect of the 
matters decided by the Tribunal. Every such request shall be deemed 
to be a submission to arbitration upon the terms of this section within 
the meaning of the Arbitration Act, 1940 . 

31 . ( 1 ) Any student or candidate for an examination whose name has 
been removed from the rolls of the University by the orders or resolution 
of the Vice -Chancellor , Discipline Committce or Examination Committee , 
as the case may be, and who has been debarred from appearing at the 
examinations of the University for more than one year, may , within ten

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The people of the hill areas of the North - Eastern region have been 
pressing for a long time for the establishment of a University for the 
North -Eastern region . In September 1963 , some members of Parliament 
from the hill areas also made a representation to the then Prime Minis 
ter in this behalf. The University Grants Commission , to whom the said 
representation was forwarded , set up a Committee under the Chairman 
ship of late Professor A . R . Wadia to study the question and make suti 
able recommendations. The said Committee recommended the setting up 
of a Central University at Shillong . 


2 . Legislation in respect of Universities is relatable to entry 11 of the 
State List in the Seventh Schedule to the Constitution and Parliament 
has no power to make a law in this behalf (apart from the provisions 
of articles 249 and 250 of the Constitution ) unless the Legislatures of two 
or more States passed a resolution in pursuance of article 252 of the 
Constitution empowering Parliament to pass the necessary legislation on 
the subject. The Legislatures of the States of Assam and Meghalaya 
have passed such resolutions for the establishment of a Central Univer 
sity at Shillong . 


3 . The Bill seeks to establish a Central University at Shillong in pur 
suance of the said resolutions.

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


It is difficult to estimate at this stage the expenditure which will be 
involved for the establishment and maintenance of the University re 
ferred to in clause 3 of the Bill . However, the recurring and non -re 
curring expenditure for the establishment and maintenance of the Uni 
versity during the unexpired portion of the Fourth Plan period is not 
likely to exceed a sum of rupees one crore. The said expenditure will 
be mot by the University Grants Commission , 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clause 25 of the Bill empowers the Executive Council of the Univer 
sity to make new or additional Statutes or to amend or repeal the Statutes 
of the University subject to the assent of the Visitor . Sub - clause (5 ) 
of the said clause empowers the Visitor also to make new or additional 
Statutes or amend or repeal the Statutes of the University during the 
period of three years immediately following the date on which the Act 
comes into force for the first time. That sub - clause empowers the Visi 
tor also to make detailed Statutes on the expiry of the said period of 
three years and such detailed Statutes should be laid before both Houses 
of Parliament. The matters in respect of which the Executive Council 
and the Visitor may make, amend or repeal Statutes or the Visitor may 
make detailed Statutes, relate to the constitution , powers and functions 
of the University , the manner of appointment of the officers and teachers 
of the University , the terms and conditions of service of employees of 
the University and other matters. 


2 . Clause 26 of the Bill empowers the Vice -Chancellor of the Univer 
sity to make the first Ordinances of the University with the previous 
approval of the Central Government and the Ordinances so made may 
be amended , repealed or added to at any time by the Executive Council. 

The matters in respect of which Ordinances may be made, or , as the case 
may be , amended , repealed or added to , relate to the admission of 
students , courses of study , conduct of examinations, establishment of 
centres of studies, specialised laboratories and the manner of co - opera 
tion and collaboration with other Universities and authorities and other 
matters . 


3. Clause 27 of the Bill enables the authorities of the University to 
make Regulations for the conduct of their business and that of the Com 
mittees appointed by them . 


4 . The matters for which Statutes , Ordinances or Regulations may be 
made pertain to matters of procedure or detail and as such cannot be 
included in the Bill. The delegation of legislative powers is of a normal

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


In order to remove certain practical difficulties and deficiencies 
which have been experienced in the working of the Food Corporations 
Act, 1964 , it is proposed to amend the Act suitably as explained in para 
graphs 3 to 5 . 


. The Food Corporations Act does not extend at present to the State 
of Jammu and Kashmir . The Government of Jammu and Kashmir has 
requested that the activities of the Food Corporation of India should be 
extended to that Siale also . It is, herefore, proposed to extend the Act 
lo that State . 


3. Sub -section (2 ) of section 4 of the Act requires the Food Corpo 
ration of India to abtain the previous approval of the Central Govern 
ment before establishing offices or agencies in or outside India . With the 
increased utilisation of the services of the Corporation by the State 
Governments for the purpose of procurement and distribution of food 
grains, it has become necessary to establish local offices and agencies like 
" purchase centres " in various parts of the country . Obviously , the Cor 
poration cannot perform its functions eMiciently and effectively if it is 
required to obtain the previous approval of the Central Government each 
time it has to establish any office or agency . It is, therefore , proposed 
to dispense with the requirement in the Act of obtaining the previous 
approval of the Central Government for establishing offices and agencies 
within India . 


4 . In pursuance of the recommendations contained in paragraph 22 
of the Report dated 12th November , 1970 , of the Joint Select Committee 
to which the Comptroller and Auditor -General s (Duties , Powers and 
Conditions of Service ) Bíll, 1969 , was entrusted , it is proposed to amend 
section 34 of the Act for the purpose of empowering the Comptroller 
and Auditor-General of India to direct the manner in which the accounts 
of a Food Corporation shall be audited , to have a supplementary or test 
audit done and to comment upon or supplement the audit report of the 
professional auditors. Provision is also being made in section 35 where . 
by such comments or supplement made by the Comptroller and Auditor 
General shall be laid before both Houses of Parliament . 


5 . The amendments proposed in clauses 3 and 5 of the Bill are of u 
clarificatory nature. Under the former it is proposed to clarify that the 
cxpression " food stuffs " used in section 13 of the Act also includes cdible 
oils and oll seeds . This is intended to remove any possible doubts about 
the extent of the activities of the Food Corporation of India under the 
said section 13 . Similarly , clause 5 of the Bill seeks to amend section 
27 of the Act enabling i Food Corporation to horrow money from the 
Central Government also .

· The President having been informed of the subject matter of the 
Food Corporations (Amendment) Bill, 1972 recommends the introduc 
tion of the Bill in the Lok Sabha during its next session and also re 
commends to the Lok Sabha the consideration of the said Bill, under 
article 117 ( 1) and (3 ) of the Constitution . 
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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Clause 5 of the Bill contemplates grant of loans to a Food Corporation 
by the Central Government. The provisions of clause 5 of the Bill are, 
however , only clarificatory in nature. Even now , the Food Corporation 
of India is borrowing money from the Central Government. Loans are 
granted to the Food Corporation of India by the Central Government 
after due appropriation made by Parliament by law for the purpose . The 
loans are repayable in accordance with the terms and conditions pres 
cribed by the Central Government. It is not possible to give a precise 
estimate of the expenditure involved on account of grant of loans to a 
Food Corporation as it will vary from year to year . However, on an 
average , it is estimated to be approximately Rs. 25 crores per annum . 


Clause 6 of the Bill empowers the Comptroller and Auditor -General 
of India to conduct a supplementary or test audit of the accounts of a 
Food Corporation . The non -recurring expenditure involved in conduct 
ing such a supplementary or test audit is estimated to be approximately 
Rs. 3.50 lakhs per annum .
